AMA continues 
carb restrictor 
plate testing 


,By Gary Van Voorhis 


The AMA, in a move to reduce 
speed and increase rider safety, 
will require carburetor restric- 
tor plates on all 750cc road race 
machinery. The restrictor will 
be a washer-like metal object 
fitted between the carb and 
piston. Testing has been done 
with both 25 and 23mm orifices 
(openings). A decision on size has not 
been reached although 23mm test 
results were the most positive. 

To be legal next season a rider need 
only purchase the inexpensive restric- 
tors and change jetting. Riders may 
expect a power loss of approximately 
10%. 

The restrictor is the work of the 
AMA professional racing board. The 
board took under advisement many 
ideas on controlling horsepower. Most, 
including ^ engine configuration 
changes and fuel consumption 
limitations, were considered and rejec- 
ted. The rejections were based on 
economic, technical and practical 
reasons of adaptation. 

A three phase program of in- 
vestigation of the restriction of intake 
air was set up. Phase one involved flow 
bench testing. Phase two incorporated 
dynomometer testing to determine the 
size orifice needed to produce a 1096 
reduction in power. 

Phase one and two testing. deter- 
mined that a 25mm orifice would 
produce the desired results from a 
Yamaha TZ750D engine. 

Actual race track testing by Kenny 
Roberts at Riverside, California for 
phase three confirmed the above ob- 
servations, Roberts registered an ap- 
proximate two second reduction in lap 
times using the restrictor plate. 

However, further testing at Daytona 
by Roberts, Gary Nixon and Dale 
Singleton did not bring about. the 
same results. 

A 23mm restrictor was then tested 
with excellent results. “The 23mm 
restrictor tested at Daytona provided 
us with some very positive results,” said 
the AMA's Bill Boyce. "Although lap 
times were only slowed by two to three 
seconds, I believe that top speed was 
slowed by nearly 30 mph. Each rider 
concurred that the bike was easier to 
ride and that power characteristics 
exiting corners reduced wheelspin 
significantly. That, I feel, accounts for 
the minor reduction in lap times. 
Probably the most important product 
of the restrictors was that their use 
lowered tire temperatures con- 
siderably and that increases the safety 
factor.” 

Although no track testing was done 
with the three cylinder Kawasaki, 
phase one and two testing have proven 
restrictors will have the same effect on 
Kawasaki's 750. 

“This is not a means of equalizing 
competition,” emphasized Bill Boyce 
of the AMA. “It is a means by which 
we can place equal restriction on all 
machinery. Our testing has shown that 
it will work.” e.

Mexico-to-Canada 
trail for dirt bikers 
By Martin Maeding 


Recently one of the many news 
releases I have become accus- 
tomed to receiving since becom- 
ing a motorcycle activist rekindled 
a very special dream of mine. 
Although many of these news releases 
merely contain propaganda and ORV 
restrictions this one particular release 
reminded me of this dream of mine, 
the Pacific Crest Trail. There is this 
motorcycle trail from Mexico to 
Canada. Just think of the scenery and 
adventure that this type of trail would 
offer. Congress thought it was a good 
idea, and the Pacific Crest Trail was 
promoted through the “National Trail 
System Act.” The catch is that the trail 
is only for hikers. 

Now that I've acquainted you with 
the Pacific Crest Trail, let me get back 
to that news release I was talking 
about. Being a trail and enduro rider 
as well as an occasional backpacker, 
the latest Forest Service news release 
sent me into a trip of fantasy as only a 
fellow motorcyclist can imagine — our 
own trail system, just like other forms 
of recreational transportation enjoy. I 
soon found myself changing and 
modifying the words in the news 
release as follows: 

Cleveland National Forest 
Release #102B 

October 4, 1977 

For immediate release 

Pacific View National Scenic Trail 

ribbon cutting ceremomy to be held 
Saturday, October 8. 
San Diego: On Saturday, October 8th, 
at 9:30 a.m. at the Desert View Picnic 
Area on Mt. Laguna, a ribbon cutting 
ceremony will take place honoring the 
completion of the Pacific View Trail 
within the boundaries of the Cleveland 
National Forest. Over 230 miles of 
trail have been constructed through 
the efforts of: Forest Service 
employees, individual and group 
volunteers, Pacific View Trail Riding 
Club, and Forest Service private 
contracts. Over 90% of the 
maintenance of the Pacific View Trail 
ts handled through volunteer work 
efforts. 

The Pacific View Trail established 
by Congress under the National Trail 
System Act of October 2, 1968, crosses 
three states — California, Oregon, 
and Washington, traverses 23 
National Forests, seven National 
Parks, five State Parks, other federal 
lands, and numerous portions of state 
and local government, and privately 
owned lands. The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture was assigned jurisdiction 
over the 2,500-mile trazl with the chief 
responsibility for construction and 
maintenance of the trail. The Bureau 
of Land Management is assisting on 
lands under their jurisdiction. 

Pacific View travelers biking the 
trail which extends from the Mexican 
Border are reminded that in the

Cleveland National Forest no ground 
fires are permitted. However, stoves 
are acceptable. Bikers are also 
reminded that what they pack in, they 
must pack out. All bikers are urged to 
carry plenty of water especially in 
southern California. The Cleveland 
National Forest is considered a dry 
forest, consequently, bikers should not 
depend solely on stream sources for 
their water supply. 

For portions of the trail still 
incomplete, bikers should note the 
trail symbol burned in the ends of 
wooden stakes. Individuals should also 
be acknowledgeable about trail 
location and towns along the way for 
emergency purposes. Travelers are 
advised to stick close to the trail. The 
necessary right-of-ways have been 
obtained for the completed portions of 
the trail. However, this does not 
authorize off-trail camping or riding. 

The Pacific View Trail zs designed 
to offer the trail rider a varied 
experience . through dramatic 
elevations ranging from 200’ to 13,000’ 
including mixed terrain and 
vegetation and animal differences. 
The Pacific View Trail tests the biker's 
will and fortitude, requiring skill and 
ability in a challenge against and with 
the natural elements. Once a dream, 
the Pacific View Trail is quickly 
becoming a reality for more and more 
people to experience and enjoy. 

There you have it. My imaginary 
news release, but it's not- totally 
imaginary. The news release is real 
with the exception of changing the 

~ word hiker to biker or trail rider in the 
text. This fantasy is actually a long 
term dream that I have anguished over 
since the inception of the “green 
stickie.” Hikers do not pay for their 
sport, and yet they enjoy the complete 
and full cooperation of governmental 
agencies, even though they bring the 
same problems to the woods as we 
bikers do. Seeing this clearly, I felt the 
“green stickie” was the tax that could 
support an effort of this type. 
Unfortunately, our governmental 
agencies are controlled and run by 
people who for the most part would 
prefer to see us bikers quarantined 
because we might spread the disease of 
feeling free and becoming one with 
machine as well as nature. 

A good example is the past director 
of the State’s Park and Recreation 
Department. Most of us already know 
of the infamous Mr. Rhodes who told 
a group of motorcyclists to “stay cool” 
the very eve of the auditors’ report on 
the misappropriation and 
mismanagement of millions of dollars 
of ORV registration funds. 

I feel that the dream that came true 
for the hikers can come true for us 
two-wheeled back packers. We may 
have to fight, reeducate many people, 
and in the final analysis, it may come 
down to pure political power. 

There are several ways to start on 
our “yellow brick road.” We can write 
our state lobbyist and tell him we want 
our own trail system. In turn, he could 
lobby for our dream. It wouldn't hurt 
to join the California lobbying 
organization M.O.R.E., which stands 
for Motorcycle Owners, Riders, and 
Enthusiasts, to help finance his efforts. 
Another good approach might be to 
write the director of the California 
State Parks and Recreation 
Department and insist that green 
sticker money be spent for trails. Write 
your state and federal representatives 
and clearly explain what you want.

Suzuki’s Tony DiStefano 
continued to pick up speed after 
getting off to a slow start in the series 
to finish second overall ahead of 
Honda’s Brad Lackey. 

In the 250cc National/Support 
class, Team Honda’s Warren Reid and 
Team Yamaha's Broc Glover played 
tag both motos. The new 125cc 
National Champ "Broccoli" Glover 
pulled the overall win away from Reid 
in an exciting last lap pass in the final 
moto. Series leader Chuck Sun placed 
his Husky in third overall ahead of 
FMF's John Savitski and Yamaha's 
Mike Bell.

Honda’s Tommy Croft, Maico's 
Herbert Schmitz, Gaylon Mosier and 
Roger DeCoster were the only ones to 


make it smoothly. Behind them 
everyone else was walled up behind a 
15-bike pile-up that left Bob Hannah 
in nearly last position.

Riding around in last place with a 
flat rear tire, Bob decided to retire to 
the pits. DeCoster could breathe a sigh 
of relief as the series points gap 
between him and Hannah instantly 
widened by 25 points. 

On lap five "Rocket" DeCoster 
wheeled his RN400 works Suzuki past 
Howerton and Croft to take control of 
the lead for the remainder of the 
moto. The racing hardly ended 
though, as there were more than 
enough good battles going on just 
behind. Howerton repassed Croft, and 
then the two were joined by Mosier 
and Suzuki's Danny LaPorte for a 
four-way battle over second. They 
were so busy knocking each other into 


the snow fencing that they never 
noticed Tony DiStefano as he sneaked 
his works Suzuki in the back door and 
out the front to latch onto second 
behind teammate DeCoster. At one 
point Tony closed the gap on Roger to 
six seconds with Howerton and the rest 
nipping at his rear knobs. Then Tony 
got spooked out by Kent. 

“Howerton and I were charging side 
by side up to this corner. I couldn't see 
Kent, but his exhaust pipe had come 
loose and I could sure hear him closing 
on me. I thought we were going to 
collide so I changed my line which 
messed me up. I missed the turn and 
went into the fence. It was my own 
fault." 

Howerton and Croft continued their 
hard chargin' pace to close right up 
behind Roger at the checkered flag. 
Tony remounted quickly to work back 
up from sixth to fourth ahead of 
LaPorte, Marty Smith who had also 
gotten around Mosier, and Steve 
Stackable. 

Moto two 

The start of round two caught 
nearly everyone off guard, especially 
those who eyed their mechanics' stop 
watches to judge when the starting 
gate would drop. 

“The gate dropped 4-5 seconds too 
soon," said DeCoster who found 
himself nearly the last rider on the 
line. "The referee hadn't even turned 
his time card sideways and the gate 
was already down! I can't put my bike 
in gear too early or else it will creep 
jup, and when the gate dropped I 
wasn’t even ready.” 

Brad Lackey put his Steve 
Whitelock wrenched Honda down the 
starting straight first, but this time 
Hannah was right behind in second 
spot. 

“I know how to get a good start. I 
watch the gate and not the starter,” 
Hannah grinned. 

Three riders got left even farther 
behind than Roger after getting 
involved in a tangle in turn two. 
Howerton, Moto-X Fox's Steve Wise 
and Penton/KTM's Andre Malherbe 
piled up. 





For Howerton it was really a 
disappointment. He wanted to do 
well, especially after his good first 
moto, because it was one of his last few 
races before leaving Husqvarna. 

"Bad Brad" Lackey continued to 
hold his Honda in the lead ahead of 


Hannah, Schmitz, Stackable, 
DiStefano, Burgett, Mosier, DeCoster, 
Pomeroy and LaPorte as they ended 
the second lap. On the third round, 
Hannah had put his move on Brad to 
take away first, quickly pulling out 
what would be a 10 second lead. It was 
also raining after a sunny first moto, 
and the track was extremely slick in 
some sections. "Some places were like 
ice," claimed DeCoster afterwards, 
but it hardly held the champ back as 
he followed Tony D up past Schmitz 
and Stackable. 

Hannah would remain uncatchable 
in his tank slapping, wheel sliding style 
that had everyone placing bets on 
when the “Hurricane” would bite the 
Plano turf. But Bob kept his Yamaha 
between the fences, if not on his 
chosen lines, to win the moto. 

With two DNFs now on his moto 
record for the series, Hannah's going 
to have to do a lot more hard riding 
and perhaps, hope for a little bad luck 
in the Suzuki camp to keep Roger 
from taking another Trans-AMA 
Series home to Belgium. “But if I can’t 
win the series this year, I can’t think of 
anyone who deserves it more than 
RD,” said Bob. Some Americans may 
be faster, but they still can’t match 
DeCoster for his absolute skill, control 
and cunning. 


250 National 

Series frontrunners Chuck Sun and 
Mark Barnett suffered poor starts in 
both motos which left them working 
their way up through the pack most of 
the day. The SoCal hotshoes seem to 
be picking up speed as the Trans- 
AMA Series heads west, away from the 
rough and muddy tracks of the East. 

After former 250cc National champ 
Gary Jones faded back from a first 
moto holeshot, Honda's Warren Reid 
took control to lead to the finish line. 
Other top positions turned into à 


frantic free-for-all between Kenny 
Zahrt, Denny Swartz, Terry Clark, 
Chuck Sun, Broc Glover and Mark 
Barnett as they diced for much of the 
moto. Glover finally shook everyone 
off his Yamaha's tail to close on Reid 
near the checkered flag. 


Warren Reid quickly took control of 
the front running position in the 
second moto, but Broc Glover was 
much closer this time followed by 
Savitski, Clark, Bell, Sun, Barnett and 
Swartz again. Glover passed the 
Honda rider at the halfway point. 
Clark and Savitski both got swooped 
by hard charging Sun and Bell as they 
moved up to trade handlebars over 
third spot. Bell was finally put out of 
action when he.tried to outdive Sun 
going into a turn from the outside and 
got knocked over the berm. That gave 
Chuck a clear spot at third place for 
the moto and the day. 

Meanwhile up front, Broc and 
Warren were still banging it out for 
the overall win. Broc was leading... “I 
fell once, which let Warren get back 
around. Then he fell off and stalled 
his bike which let me get back around 
him again. We were finally into the 
last lap and he got back by me again, 
but then I zapped him back in the 
esses before the finish line." 

"I just went too wide in the turn," 
moaned Warren afterwards, “and 
that’s all Broc needed to get by me for 
the overall win.”

BONNEVILLE, UT., OCT. 2-8 
Bonneville Speed Week 
produced 38 new records 


despite. the loss of almost two 
days to rain, high wind and 
water on the track. The famous 
Bonneville salt flats "black line" 
was reduced to only five miles in 
length where, in times past, the 
track had been up to fourteen 
miles long. 

Peter Grufstedt of North 
Stonington, Connecticut established 
five new land speed records in the 
125cc class aboard his Morbidelli 
production racer. The first cyclist in 
Bonneville speed week history to set 
five marks in a week with a single 
motorcycle, Grufstedt came off the 
trailer with the situation in hand and 
kept the hammer down all week. 

Selecting careful class changes and 
maintaining speeds around 127 mph 
with a fairing, Grufstedt aimed for five 





records and never faltered. The rules 
allow a rider to run for only a single 
record each day on any machine 
making Grufstedt’s feat is all the more 
remarkable when the weather con- 
ditions are considered. 

Brian Eriksen of West Milford, New 
Jersey set the pits buzzing with hor- 
sepower rumors when he qualified 
against a 350cc Don Vesco mark of 
150 mph with a time fully 10 mph 
faster at 160. Eriksen’s modified 
Yamaha RD 350 street bike, running a 
road racing fairing, established two 
records and was thought to have as 
much or more horsepower than many 
of the professionally prepared 750cc 
two-strokes on hand. . 

Shari Vickery of Denver, Colorado 
aboard a TZ-250 Yamaha blasted the 
old MPS-AG-250 record by almost 30 
mph to establish a new record at over 
140 mph. The old record was formerly 
held by Shari's husband Bill, who 
presently holds the MPS-AG-750 
record at 191.203 on his TZ-700. 
Rumor has it that Shari will be riding 
the TZ-700 at next year's Speed Week. 





Phoenix, Arizona’s Roger Swim 
blasted the fastest mile for normally 
aspirated conventional motorcycles at 
188 mph aboard his 1960 Harley- 
Davidson Sportster with nitro assist. 

Jack Wilson, from Big D Triumph 
of Dallas, Texas, set the fastest record 
of the week for supercharged bikes 
with a 183.957 mph on his APS-AB- 
1300 turbocharged Triumph triple. 

Long time competitor Tom Elrod, 
now of Austin Texas, set the high 
record of the week at 188.006 mph 
with his 2400cc Kawasaki double. 

A relaxed, laid back feeling was the 
keynote of the week. Traditionally run 
in late August, Bonneville had been 
subject to terrible heat and short tem- 
pers compounded by freakish weather 
conditions. The October date prom- 
pted cooler tempers and temperature 
readings with a generally relaxed 
feeling throughout the week. 

Superchargers made a full attack on 
the salt this year with twenty or more 
entries utilizing some method of ap- 
plying positive pressure to the intake 
tract. Jack Wilson, of Big D Triumph, 





continued to be the only competitor 
with the right answers for super- 
charging. He was the only person to set 
a record using a blower that was ap- 
preciably faster than normally 
aspirated gas-powered bikes. 

Don Vesco was the fast machine of 
the meet at 231.95 mph in his 1500cc 
(twin Yamaha TZ-750) streamliner, 
considerably slower than his record of 
303.812 mph in the same machine. 

As usual, the 1300cc class was the 
most popular, with 24 of the 91 entries 
having displacements from 1001 to 
1300cc. 


Sunday 

Sunny skies and no wind greated the 
racers on the first morning of the 
week, a direct contrast to last year's 
rain on opening day. Good 
organization on the part of the SCTA 
got running started early. A slow drive 
down the course by all racers in cars 
and vans revealed that the course was 
very short only five miles long. 
Streamliners need at least seven miles 
and are a lot happier with eleven miles 
for easiest stopping. The track proved 
to bumpy up to the one mile mark and 
soft from there on, due largely to ex- 
cessive rains in August. Bikes going 
over 150 complained of wandering 
around the course because of poor 
traction. 

Monday : 

Racers awoke at 6:30 a.m. and were 
at the track, in cold leathers ready to 
qualify for record runs at 8 a.m. Roger 
Swim had his 1200cc Sportster clocked 
at 188 mph for the fastest single - 
motor bike, en route to a record of. 
182.400. 

Qualification runs began soon after 
record runs ended, and continued un- 
til 7:15 p.m., with many of the same 
riders still at the bars after 12 hours at 
the track. 


Tuesday 

Weather continued fair and sunny 
with a light breeze drying out the salt. 
Record runs concluded with Harry 
Fair, Lakewood, California having the 
fastest record of the day aboard his 
1015cc, turbocharged Kawasaki at 
165.193. Again qualifying runs were 
uninterupted. 
Wednesday 

Jack Wilson was fastest in morning 
records, aboard his unfaired, tur- 
bocharged Triumph triple, 
at 175.406 mph shattering Fair's 
record of the morning before. In the 
afternoon, the weather started to 
deteriorate, with rain falling in the 
late afternoon. 
Thursday 

Tom Elrod, of Austin, Texas 
screamed the eight Kawasaki cylinders 
of his double to a 188.06 mph record 
in his seemingly unending quest for 
entry to the prestigious 200 mph club. 
In the afternoon, the beginning of the 
end came with the downpour of almost 
an inch of rain onto the already wet 
salt. 
Friday 

Clear skies and wind. held the 
promise of a dry track, but it was not 
to be. Around noon the wind stopped 
and the sun drew, moisture to the sur- 
face of the salt where it remained 
unevaporated. Around 2:00 p.m., 
AMA referee Paul Flanders declared 
that the track was unsafe because of 
poor conditions and that there would 
be no record runs or qualifying that 
day. 
Saturday 

In ghostly desolation, five faithful 
riders out of twelve qualifiers ap- 
peared to run for records. All were 
successful. At a track virtually deser- 
ted of participants and spectators, 
Doug Meyer, riding the Illinois 
Kawasaki, was fastest at 165.117 mph. 

Peter Grufstedt became the first 
rider to set 5 individual records in a 
week on a single bike and Brian 





Jack Wilson, of Big D Triumph, put his supercharged Triumph into the 
record books three times. The 1060cc machine ran trouble free. 
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Too bad they don't have a class for street legal machinery. Scott Guthrie's 
Harley turned 162.82 mph complete with Florida inspection tag. 





Eriksen rode his Yamaha RD-350 at 
160.000 mph. 


Bonneville Backdrop 

Unique in nature and unique as a 
race course, the Bonneville Salt Flats 
are just that: Salt. At one time most of 
western Utah was covered by an inland 
salty lake. This lake extended from 
Nevada to Salt Lake City, in the east 
and from Idaho almost to Arizona in 
the south. 

As the area's climate changed and 
the years passed, the lake evaporated 
leaving behind the present Salt Flats. 
The salt, which had been disolved in 
the water of the lake was deposited in a 
level layer on the mud floor of the 
former lake. In recent times, the dry 
lake bed has been used for racing for 
several reasons: The surface is self 
renewing, it is cool and the straight 
line course can, in good years, be up to 
14 miles long. 

In the wintér and spring, rain and 
snow fall on the salt flats so that part 
of the salt is dissolved. In the summer, 
much of the water evaporates. The 
salt, so deposited, "heals" the course 
by filling in the imperfections left by 
the previous year's racing. 

The same water that heals can also 
destroy. This year too much water 
from August rains resulted in a wet 
course. Cars many with lots of HP 
and not much traction on the wet salt 
made things tough for the fast bikes 
since both use the same course. 

How records are established 
In order to run for record on the 


super-accurate timing clocks, a rider 
must qualify by running at least .001 
mph faster than the existing record in 
his class. Qualifying times are made 
through a quarter - mile trap with a 
light at each end and the elapsed time 
is computed into mph. Each rider has 
two miles from the starting line to 
reach top speed before the traps. 

If the rider is faster than the existing 
record, then he has the priviledge of 
appearing at 7:00 a.m. the next mor- 
ning for record runs. The run begins 
at the starting line, with two miles to 
build up speed. The rider is clocked as 
he passed through a one mile section 
from the two mile to the three mile 
mark. A return run begins at the five 
mile mark with the time taken from 
the three mile to the two mile mark. 
This is the same mile, but run from 
the reverse direction. 


AMA rules state that the same mile 
must be run in both directions within 
two hours, so that any effect of wind 
will be canceled. Thus a rider with a 
tail wind on the first fun will have a 
head wind on the return run. An 
average of the speed of the two runs 
gives the final time. If the speed is at 
least .001 mph faster that the existing 
record, a new record is established. 

Reliability is of supreme importan- 
ce, since there are no repairs or gear 
changes allowed between record runs. 
Chains may be oiled, but not replaced. 
By the end of a full week on the salt, if 
you don't have your act together, it 
becomes readily apparent. .

Autrey dominates 
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Ascot ‘‘not quite’’ 


Speedway

GARDENA, CA, OCT. 28 


There was a Class A motorcycle show at Ascot 
last Friday night. The riders were on Speedway 
bikes, but only for that reason could it have been 
called a Speedway Race Meet. Scott Autrey 


showed his European long-track 
experience, winning both main 
events. However, many top con- 
tenders never made either main. 


Unlike European and American 
Speedway, the fans had to sit through 
two hours of practice and time trials. 
It was not until 9:30 that the first race 
was started. 


Here, too, it was not a Speedway 
show because there were no starting 
gates; each event was started with a 
green flag. This in itself made for a 
poor show. In most of the Handicap 
events, the back yardage riders were 
rolling, in several events as much as 10 
yards. 

All over the world there are never 
more than six riders in a Handicap

event, even on tracks that are twice as 
wide as Ascot. The riders, promoters 
and sanctioning bodies have said that 
it would be unsafe to start with more 
than six riders (all events at Ascot were 
run with eight riders at one time). 
Even the Scratch races were run with 
eight riders on the starting line, 
putting the riders so close together 
that their handlebars were touching 
the riders on either side. 

Problems really started several days 
before the event; the riders were told 
that it would be an open race meet, 
with no sanction. Most thought that 
the event would be run under the same 
rules they have been running under for 
years. But at sign-up for the event, 
which opened at 5:00 p.m., they were 
told that because of the Europeans 
who were in the show, that they would 
have to join the American Motorcyclist 
Assn. (AMA) to ride. The AM A is 
the American branch, of the 
Federation Internationale Motorcycliste 
(F.I.M.), which says that if two or 
more International riders compete, 
the event must be sanctioned by them. 
This was told to the management of 
Ascot just 48 hours before the race by 
phone and they applied then and there 
for a sanction and got it. 

Under the rules of the A M-A , and 
with the fact that this was now a true 
International event, the rules should 
have been enforced, not overlooked. 

Under the AMA/FIM rules, 
you can only run on alcohol. There 
was enough nitro in the pits to make a 
small bomb. Under the rules, you can 
only use a 19-inch rear wheel; there 
were everything from 19-to 22-inch 
tires being used. Under the rules, you 
cannot make any change in the 
exhaust system; there were several 
riders with megaphones so big that it 
would make your teeth hurt when they 
went by. Under the rules, each event 
must be started with a starting gate; 
there was no gate. There should be 
just four men in a Scratch race; there 
were eight; no more than six in a 
Handicap race, there were eight. 

A good crowd was on hand to see a 
Speedway show. Ascot has in the past 
years played host to the last event of 
the Speedway season and everyone 
looks forward to seeing the guys on the 
long track. This event has become the 
long-track championship here, and 
the title of Champ is important to 
them. 

In the first event of the night, a 
Handicap race, the pattern was set for 
the night. One rider after another had 
his motor go bad. This is 
understandable up to a point; it was 
the last race of the season why put a lot 
of money into the bike? 





The strain of the long track was just 
too much for a lot of tired equipment. 
Four-time World Champ, Barry 
Briggs, had equipment trouble all 
night, which kept him out of either 
Main Event. Five-time American 
Champ, Mike Bast, had electrical 
troubles in the first race, keeping him 
out of the Handicap Main Event. 

Previous winner Sonny Nutter. was 
out with equipment trouble and the 
list goes on. Gene Woods out with a 
flat tire, etc. Bruce Penhall even lent a 
bike to Barry Briggs and the rear tire 
went flat on it! 

By the time the main events rolled 
around, it was after 11:00 p.m. and; 
everyone was on edge. As the riders: - 
lined up for Scratch Main Event, 
handlebar to handlebar, Gene Woods 
jumped the starting flag and was put 
back 10 yards. Mike Bast was told that 
he too had jumped and that he would 
have to start from the 10-yard line. 
Mike, along with all the people in the 
stands, wanted to know what the 
starter was talking about. This led to 
words and the referree stepped in, 
pointing back to the 10-yard line. 
Mike said "Bull Manure" and rode off 
the track and put his bike in the pits, 
rather than giving in to a bad call. 

The Scratch Main Event was 
without a doubt the highlight of the 


- night, with Scott Autrey and Bruce 


Penhall swapping dust for the four-lap 
main. Autrey showed that the past 
three years he has spent on the big 
tracks in Europe made him the man to 
beat. For the whole night, Scott totally 
dominated the show. 

Bruce Penhall had one more shot at 
Autrey in the Handicap Main, but 
both riders had to take a back seat to 
young Kelly Moran. For the first 
couple of laps, Kelly had the lead and 
was stretching it out when something 
let go in the motor and he had to roll 
to a stop in turn one. 

Autrey dove under Bill Cody and 
Steve Nutter along with Penhall as 
they went on to the back straightaway 
and Autrey started to pull away from 
Penhall, staying on the gas just a little 
longer than Bruce. Scott got through 
the corner just a little quicker and was 
again the first to take the checkered 
flag, giving him a clean sweep in both 
Main events. There is some talk of 
another Speedway show at Ascot in 
two weeks. This would be just great if 
it would be a Speedway show and not a 
modified A M A half-mile race.

The $50,000 fly-by- 
night finale

Seven men from different parts of the world 
converged upon Orange County International 
Raceway with the idea that man was made to 
fly. And all set out to show their own version of 


powered flight. 


What were they shooting for? 
Around $50,000 in cash! All you had 
to do was to ride the motorcycle of 
your choice for around 110 feet, set it 
down on a little white square and not 
fall off. Sound easy? Oh, I forgot to 
mention, between the 110 feet there 
were 20 cars. And a flight plan was in 
accordance to the task at hand. A fly- 
by-night show it wasn't. Doing what 
those seven men did was hard. And 


very dangerous. 

Just think of how fun it would be to 
try and out jump Dick Stone of 
America; Bob Duffey, an alternate 
from New Mexico; Alain Prieur, a 
Frenchman who claims the all-time 
jumping record of over 200 feet; Karel 
Soucek, a Czechoslovakian daredevil 
who will do anything for the right 
amount of money; Rex Blackwell, the 
most pumped competitor in the 
jumping world; Eddie Kidd, the 


superstar from England; and Gary 
Wells, who hopes to jump the Houston 
Astrodome in the next four years. 

Each competitor made two jumps, 
the first from 100 feet and the next 
from 110. Scores were given in the 
olympic style by judges drawn from 
throughout the motorcycling world. 
Judging was based on the accuracy of 
the jump and the style with which it 
was performed. Ten was perfect, and 
the low was a five if you happened to 
land on top of the safety ramp. If a 
competitor was dissatisfied with one of 
his two jumps, he could elect to throw 
out his lowest score and take an 
optional jump of 110 feet again. 

The final round one competitor was 
Bob Duffey. Duffey earned the 
approval of the crowd as he did 
numerous wheelies and one-handers in 
his warmup. A 7.8 was all he could put 
together on the ramps, though. 


After the first round, the jumpers 
were all on edge about one thing or 
another — all but Blackwell that is. 
He had scored highest at 9.8. Stone, 
Wells and Kidd all complained about 
poor ramp conditions, but Blackwell 
said that they were the smoothest he’d 
ever been on. All six trailing were 
unhappy , with the judging. They 
thought. i 
low. But all returned. to take their 
second attempt, at 110 feet. 

Dick Stone drew the number one 
spot and put on a nice, smooth jump 
of 8.1. A confident Gary Wells 
followed with a disappointing 8.6 
score. Soucek hit the top of the safety 
ramp and almost crashed the barriers, 
as he had done in the first round. 

The Frenchman Frieur was now up 
for his second try. An 8.5 leap was the 
outcome, and the man was satisfied. 
He'd done a five the first time. 


Bob Duffey was next up, and again 
he put on a warm up show that was not 
topped by anyone there. Duffey said 
that he would rather do his trick riding 
and wheelies than jump a motorcycle. 
But when he did make his second 
round jump, he threw his bike right on 
top of the target, good enought for a 
9.6, the highest second round score. 

A disappointed Eddie Kidd walked 
away from his second flight very upset. 
The London star again thought he 
had made a nice leap, but with a 7.8 
score, walked away mumbling "The 
judging is rubbish." 


was inconsistent and too ' 


Rex Blackwell was the last of the 
second round jumpers, and just about 
made everyone take their optional 
jump. Blackwell landed a little beyond 
the target, but it was still close 
enough for an 8.6 score. 

After the second round, the totals 
were Blackwell out in front with an 
18.4 total followed by Wells with 18, 
Bob Duffey at 17.4, Dick Stone at 
15.7, Eddie Kidd with 15, Alain 
Prieur at 13.4 and Karel Soucek at 
13.5. All seven riders elected to take 
the optional jump, knowing that the 
scores were really close. 

In the optional round Dick Stone 
led the field with the first jump: He 
overshot the target and went head first 
into the back wall. His score was lower 
than the one he threw out, so he went 
down in the standings. Prieur was 
next, and he put on an 8.0 jump. Gary 
Wells was out on the 110 foot ramps 
again, and walked away with a 9.0 
jump, again disappointed in the 
Judges. Bob Duffey returned and took 
the second spot away from Wells as he 
tied the 9.0 leap. 

Blackwell threw away the chance for 
first place when he badly misjudged 
his speed and came down on the top of 
the safety ramp, scoring a five. 

Eddie Kidd and Karel Soucek made 
their last jumps, but the upset had 
already happened. The alternate, Bob 
Duffey had won the jump-off and 
$20,000. 

The winner of the event now had 
the option of trying for a new AMA 
record of 120 feet, equivalent of 24 
cars. Duffey decided to go for the 
record, and an extra $5,000. 

Duffey said he liked to land with his 
front wheel high. This time he paid for 
that extra front wheel height. As the 
New Mexico show jumper came down 
on the ramp, his front wheel shot for 
the moon. In a shower of sparks, the 
seat of his leathers smoking, Duffey 
slid to a stop. His bike was demolished 
and his posterior extremely sore. 
Duffey rolled off in the ambulance 
after he stood up and gritted, “Like 
the man said in England, I walked in 
here tonight, and I’m gonna walk out 
of here too.” It was the only reference 
to Evel Knievel all night. e

Never Has There Been 
A More Challenging Track 


Right in the- midst of the battle with the Europeans during the Trans-AMA 
series the American riders are going to travel (possibly bringing some Europeans in 
tow) over 1,200 miles to compete in the Coca-Cola Motocross Finals at Anaheim. 

y? Because Anaheim is one of the most important races this season. It's 
the finale of a 1/4 million dollar series that has stretched across the country. And 
it's a very prestigious event to win. There's a lot hanging on the outcome of that 
race on November 12th. Each rider wants to win, some have to win, all for a 
variety of reasons. They all know it's important to their sponsors, and this being 
the end of the racing year, contract negotiations for the n; season are 
going to start. If you've won Anaheim it means a lot of horsepower when it comes 
time to sit down at the bargaining table. For some riders it's a do or die situation. 
A bad show means that they're looking at returning to self-sponsorship for the 
1978 year. A good finish could just mean they get to keep that trick factory 
bike complete with mechanic. For some privateers, it just might be that “big 
break” in their racing career. With a good showing this year, backed up by a high 
placing at Anaheim (where all the team managers are in attendance) they could 
be plummeted from driving a van all year to flying around in a plane, with factory 
race van and mechanic waiting at the airport to pick them in enroute to the 
next national. You can bet that everyone will be going for the number one spot. 

Remember the Superbowl a few months ago? The excitement and racing were 
incredible. The battle between Pomeroy and Weinert was labeled by many as the 
best stadium race in history. Both had lots to prove to themselves and their fans. 
Only one could claim first place. 

Then there was Hannah, riding fast as usual, consistent and very careful. 
Despite a broken frame he had to keep riding in order to retain his points lead 
over Pomeroy in the series, even though for most of the evening Pomeroy was 
ahead of the Yamaha pilot. 

Also memorable was Steve Stackable garnering second place honors after 
Pomeroy’s dramatic crash which suddenly changed the whole situation, points and 
money-wise, in a matter of seconds. Newcomer Mike Bell also surprised quite a 
few people by finishing in the top five and reassuring his new sponsors that they 
had made a good investment. 

Come eight o’clock Saturday night on November 12th, it’s going to be a 
whole new ballgame. Weinert who was injured after the Superbowl and has been 
out of competition will be making his comeback. At first he thought of retirement, 
then the possibility of limited racing. Now he’s planning on leaping back on his 
Kawasaki and giving it 100% effort. He’s going to show himself, Kawasaki, and his 
many fans that “The Jammer” is back and still a threat on any racetrack across 
the country. 

Of course you can’t forget Hannah. He doesn’t have to prove anything, except 
that he can repeatedly pounce on the competition at least once more before the 
1977 season comes to a close. He’s won more races this year than anyone, both on 
stock machinery and on factory race bikes. He’s embarrased other factory efforts, 
other riders, and the AMA record books. It’s been a good year for the former 125 
National Champion and you can be sure that he’s not going to finish out the season 
with a mediocore showing. Hannah gets impatient when he can’t race, and will be 
looking at a few weeks of non-racing time. He’s going to try to get all that energy 
out at Anaheim. 






Now add in the likes of Jimmy Ellis. Can-AM has made special bikes for the 
Conneticut rider, machines designed specifically for stadium racing. The motor is 
tremendously fast; so is Ellis. He’s won the Superbowl twice, likes the Anaheim 
track, and is looking to finish this year upholding his reputation of being untouch- 
able when things are going smoothly. Ellis scares a lot of the other riders, not 
because he’s crazy or rides dangerously, but because everytime he pulls up to a 
starting gate, there’s a good possibility that he’s going to take home the biggest 
share of the purse money. 

Jim Pomeroy has had a roller coaster year in stadium racing. Now aboard a 
Honda, and getting very well tuned into the machine, Pomeroy feels that he’s 
got to overcome his worse racing year in stadium competition. The overall win 
has been in his sights more than once, then suddenly dissappeared in the last 
few seconds (usually with Hannah taking over). Pomeroy wants a good finish so 
badly he can taste it. He’s good on a 250cc machine (having raced in Europe for 
years in the 250GP events) and already knows how to win. He wants the Anaheim 
victory. 

Another big contendor is Marty Smith. Fresh from winning the 500cc National 
Championship, Smith and Honda are pumped. After competing on the mighty 
big bore machinery for the last half of this year, Smith feels that when he gets 
back aboard a 250 for Anaheim he will be able to hold the throttle open longer 
than anyone else. He's betting, and hopefully banking in that fact to win. 

Is Marty Tripes really a dark horse this year? His Superbowl showing was 
extremly impressive. Now Harley Davidson mounted Tripes will be returning to 
his beginnings in racing. He started his career in Superbowl competition, and has 
gone on to dazzle riders and fans alike in various indoor tracks across the country. 
Anaheim might be another big stepping stone for Marty. 

Then there's Danny LaPorte, acclaimed by Roger DeCoster as one of the best 
riders in the US, Mike Bell a stroke upcoming rookie who's got the seasoned pros 
more worried than they'd like to admit, Tommy Croft who's unstopable when 
he's hungry for a win, Kent Howerton about to separate from Husky and wanting 
to put on a good show before he starts shopping around for a new sponsor. 

They'll all be there because they want the win, and they already know about 
this year's Anaheim track. You see Stadium Motorsports is pulling out all the stops 
on this one. Generally if you've got $150,000 in your fist you can buy a good 
plot of land and put up a fairly nice looking course. But for this one night of 
racing, about four hours of non-stop entertainment, these guys have put that 
entire $150,000 into track design! The riders have already voted it one of the two 
best in the country. When they finally see the course this year, it's going to blow 
their minds. ^ : 

Anaheim is the widest and longest stadium race track in AMA history, something 
that the riders have wanted for a long time. They also feel that on some tracks the 
main straightaway isn't adequate. You won't hear that complaint at Anaheim. The 
Interstate which runs completely across the stadium is almost as long as two foot- 
ball fields. There are fences that will be removed just to fit htis monsterous track 
on the turf where the Angels normally play. s 

All the important corners are super wide, have very large berms and (as with 
the rest of the track) are covered with dirt better than the type found on most 
outdoor courses. Most of the turns have at least two or three different lines. It’s 
not going to be a freight train procession at Anaheim. Lots of passing will be going 
on all around the track. 

Then there are the heart stoppers. Below the giant Interstate is a tunnel, 
giving the Motocross Finals the distinction of having the only over and under 
section on the West Coast. Of course, before even getting to the under part, the 
riders have to clear obstacles that would send a mountain goat into convulsions. 

For instance there’s Cardiac Cliff, a near sheer drop-off just before the tunnel. 
And that’s followed by the Bobsled Run, a radically cantered s-turn that any Olym- 
pic bobsled rider would look at more than a few times before attempting. But 
these guys are doing it on motorcycles; if they feel they can get through it in one 
piece. Then you can’t overlook Insanity Ridge, lots of stragetically placed whoop- 
dee-doos to wear down riders, and numerous ruts and stutter bumps to test the 
machine’s abilities to stay in one piece. 

Take into account the high caliber of riders. Now think about the super new 
track. On the opposite you can get the scoop on all all the vital statistics. There 
isn't a bad seat in Anaheim Stadium. All your friends who know a good race 
when they see one have probably already bought their tickets. Now's your chance. 
This is a biggie, enough so that NBC has fought for the rights to do the filming 
this year. If you missed the Superbowl, now is your chance to make amends to 
your racing urge. If you saw the Superbowl, think back, double the excitement, 
and triple the track difficulty and you've got Anaheim. You owe it to yourself 
to go, especially after all your buddies tell you how great a race it was, rave about 
the super trick course layout, and finally drive that last sentence into you that 
makes you want to kick yourself in the head. Don't be on the receiving end of 
“You should have been there". Get your tickets now, before it's too late.

Rams 28th 
H&H: Roeseler 
grabs a quickie

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, OCT. 30 
s the banner dropped 
and after the 30 second 
delay of the sound 
reaching the bomb af- 


ter the start line exploded, the 
spectators and club members manning 
their positions wondered what it was 
like streaking across the desert back in 
'51 when John McLaughlin won the 
first running of this race. The racer 
going for the win of this event is not 
only going for the glory of the overall 
victory but a perpetual trophy steeped 
in tradition, inscribed names of 
legends past and present on its base. 

The leader to the bomb today was 
not a name found on this trophy but a 
respected rider in his own right, Steve 
Eckardt, holding about a 400-yard 
lead on the next bike, Larry Roeseler 
(Hus). Eckardt said the Benny Padilla 
prepared monoshock put him in a 
realm he wasn't used to. Steve lost 
track of the ribbon during his 
excitement and Roeseler and Bruce 
Ogilvie (H-D) wasted no time in 
surging by on that washy road in the 
foothills behind the bomb. Bruce 
Lewellyn (Yam) was behind Steve at 
the bomb and didn't get concerned 
when Gregg Thomas (first amateur, 
first C bike), Cory Timms and Bill 
Saltzman (Hus) got by him knowing he 
had a cushion that wouldn't quit. 

By the time the racers reached the 
track crossing, Roeseler had about a 
100-yard lead on Ogilvie. Third place 
was nailed down by Yamaha-mounted 
Gregg Thomas (Alan's son, not 
brother), followed by Husky-mounted 
Cory Timms. These guys hit the tracks 
and flew 20 yards in the air before 
touching down. Eckardt was now 
running sixth behind Saltzman; 
Lewellyn liked Eckardt’s style and 
stayed right on his tail. This lasted 
about 30 seconds before Lewellyn's 
rear tire kissed a rock. Ed Zarp 


stopped to help, found Bruce kinda 
weird but sane, and went on his way. 
The course headed up towards the far 
right side of the Spangler mountains, 
winding around by the military road, 
a check, then back towards the 
foothills and a series of sandwashes 
that worked in and out of the 
mountains. Rogo, running seventh 
thanks to Lewellyn's get off, had Russ 
Collins, Terry Davis, Brian Wright 
and John Prater, Jr. on his case. Punk 
Wilson had a slim lead over new senior 
leader Art Knapp. Dick Camp was 
making his charge; the only obstacle 


.between the rival seniors was first 


heavy amateur Scott Child. 
“Downhill” Alexander made a 
sweeping charge and moved up seven 
positions finally coming to roost on 
Eckardt's fender. 


The real battle of the day was going 
on between three C bike amateurs 
coming down the home stretch: Russ 
Woolmore, Rick Davis and Mike 
Lewellyn. These guys went at it from 
the track crossing all the way into the 
pits, coming in in just that order. 
Second heavy amateur James 
Lawrence had Trail Expert Darren 
Kelsey and third Heavy Jay Stewart 
giving him a merry chase through the 
pits and off onto the second loop. 
Trudy Beck had about a dozen bikes 
between her and Dawn Grant. Eric 
Spaeth was the first Expert C bike, 
James Vincent second with third place 
Sandy Robertson on a sick sounding 
machine. 

The course crossed the tracks just 
above the Rams’ camp, the pits just 
beyond. Roeseler laid the trail for the 
rest as the streak of dust headed at an 
angle across the valley basin, through 
some choppy rain rut areas, then on 
towards the gray knoll and the canyon 
beyond. The trail bikes had nine 
remaining competitors heading out on 
the second loop, Kelsey first, then 18 
slots back came first amateur Juan 
Benividez, 10 more positions found 
Steve Webb, 27 bikes later Jeff 
Robbins came flying through then 
Paul Krause, Torsten Corum (second 
amateur), Pete Andelman, Kar! Miller 
and D.L. Dorman. The three hard 
charging seniors leaving the pits 
behind were D.R. Deichman, Allen 
Johnson and Francis Christensen. 


Eddie Ogden, Jr. and Don Torgeson 
buzzed their C bikes up the windy 
canyon that works its way to the top of 
the Searles; a few “Super Whoopers” 
thrown in just to keep you on the pegs 
and off the seat. The course vectored 
slightly to the left heading down the 
back side of the low mountain range. 
Hitting some abrupt chop, the racers 
hooked a left and headed up the snake 
shaped fireroad that ridgeruns the top 
of the mountains from one end to the 
other. Doug Martin and Monte 
Anderson flew along the top, 
remembering short cut trails to the 
side and a few surprises they forgot 
about. Two C bike amateurs, Walter 
Sheek and Dennis Marchand, 
separated 250 chargers Charlie 
Hermanson and Steve “front flat" 
Lindsey. Gary Graefe and Charlie 
Peart tried to pass the ridgerunners 
but didn’t quite get the job done. 
Approaching the barren gray trail that 
winds up and down rather steeply, the 
racers began having flashbacks of last 
week. They didn’t have to flash very 
long cause there before their very eyes 
was that long, long, sandy downhill. 
Rick Vaughn, Rich Burley, Dick 
Harris and Tom Zarp made their own 
separate knobby etchings as they 
worked their way to the bottom in 
their own separate fashion. 

Once off of the sonic boom 


downhill, the course cut back across 
the valley, down a tricky rock strewn 
fireroad. Turning to the right the 
course got back into the desert 
heading for the second track crossing 
and more fun in the Spangler 
sandwashes. Once across the tracks, 
Verlin Van Zee, Al Guzman and Steve 
Bailey headed up the rocky wash 
thinking either they were running like 
the hot shoes or somebody swiped 
about 20 miles off the course; they 
were not tired enough yet. 

By this time Roeseler was working 
hsi way down the nasty boulder laden 
downhill, maneuvering the Husky 
through the rocky base with ease, he 
gassed his mount straight ahead to the 
big open wash. Turning left, with no 
bike or dust in view, Larry flew up the 
wash, up the Desert Rats snowy 
downhill, up the tight, windy 
sandwash, then across the foothill 
floor to the tracks and the checkered. 
It took the Husky man less than one 
hour and 20 minutes to complete the 
race. 

Bruce Ogilvie came in seven 
minutes later with a clutch bolt 
missing. Brian Wright, riding a Husky 
for Mission Hills Motorcycle Shop, was 
next, second 250 Expert. “Downhill” 
Alexander nailed third. Second Heavy 
was Bill Saltzman, then Cory Timms, 
First Expert C bike Eric Spaeth, Rich 
Schumaker second, James Vincent 
third. The Trail bike king was Darren 
Kelsey, Steve Webb second Pete 
Andelman third. First Open Amateur 
Scott Child, James Lawrence second, 
Jay Stewart third. The first Amateur 
plus first 250, was Rick Starrett, 
second Punk Wilson, third Don 
Brand, Jr. Mike Lewellyn was first C 
Amateur, 558c second, Russ 
Woolmore third. The Trail Amateur 
win went to Juan Benividez, second to 
Paul Krause then Torsten Corum. 


Novice/Beginner 

The first bike to the bomb was a 
Maico ridden by Brian Charters. The 
second bike to the bomb was a C bike 
ridden by a girl named Lesley 
Torgeson. Charters crashed and quit.

As the racers headed back towards 
home, the first heavy beginner James 
Short was gaining on the 250 in front 
of him, which happened to be a 


beginner named Jerry Gilpin. Sensin ng 
the finish wasn't too far away, the tra: 
novices had a real battle going. Ted 
Hunnicutt had the lead but Cliff 
Thomas was going to give him a run 
for his entry fee. Third place was three 
bikes back, Lars Bergman then four 
notches later Pat Kerwin was "P 
the gas to his scoot. 

Crossing the tracks the separation 
process began. The overall one- » 
winner was pie plater Gerald Savelle 
followed by pie plater Randy 
Crawford (Rovers).

Enduro by seconds

Expert 250 rider Dave Bertram (Hus) edged 
out Open Expert Randy Carles (Hus) by sec- 
onds in the tie breaker check when they both 
crossed the finish line with six-point scores. 


Open Expert George Hendrix 
(IT400C) took third overall with 
a final score of seven. Glenn 
Toplieff (Mai), another expert 
on an open class machine, finished 
fourth with nine points. 

The Oakland Motor Cycle Club’s 
Seventh Annual Jackhammer got in 
gear at 7:30 a.m. Sunday as the first of 
some 700 hard-charging enduroists 
began moving across the start line and 
out onto the gritty, bone-dry trails of 
Mendocino National Forest. The first 
speed average was a brisk 24 mph, the 
loop began with a series of trails that 


took the riders gradually up a 
thousand feet or so in elevation to a 
place called Lett's Lake. The first 
real difficulty was a narrow path that 
dropped off steeply to one side and 
which was slightly off camber at the 
turns. The still-fresh riders managed 
to bull their way through to the top of 
Miner Ridge and followed some very 
nice black top and gravel roads for 
awhile to the area of Goat Mountain 
where they came face to face with the 
big downhill The tractor trail 
dropped away below where the riders 
who had descended looked like so 
many micro motorcycles on a slot 





racer track. Down they went through 
the thick manzanita, fallen riders to 
the left of them, tangled heaps of 
motorcycles to the right, ahead the 
twists and turns, the water bar drop 
offs and the rutted trail waited to 
claim the careless. At last the valley 
floor was reached and to look back was 
to see the sldpe littered with men and 
machines like glittering ornaments on 
a Christmas tree. 

Across the valley towards a 
ridgeline, then the riders started 
climbing switchbacks, and moving up 
mountain paths with the morning sun 
in their eyes until they crested the peak 
at 6,000 feet, working their way like 
trials riders through the outcroppings 
of basalt rock. 

The route started going down 
again, but by gentler logging roads 
and woods trails, to the first gas check 
at 18.1 miles and to a bit of free time. 
This was as far as many contestants 
got. Many spent the greatest part of 
the day arriving here — strange thing 
that this traditionally rugged enduro 
attracts so many people who only 
compete once or twice a year. 

The second loop started with a 
mileage correction to 50.0 miles; the 
course was smooth road for awhile 
interspersed with some woods riding 
circuits, some short, steep downhills 
and some tight stuff at 18 mph and 27 
mph. Things picked up again when 
the trail markers directed everyone 
down Little Sullivan Ridge and into a 
deep pocket that lies between that 





ridge and Big Sullivan Ridge. The 
route up Big Sullivan wasn’t too bad; a 
little loose and crowded but ridable; 
and of course there were fewer riders 
now to get in each other’s way. 

The riders got back to the second 
gas check by a series of razorback 
ridges — it was like riding the apex of 
a triangle. The gas was at 85.8 miles 
and if you had been the first rider out 
you would have been traveling for 
something over four hours. A short 
break and a mileage reset to 90.0 miles 
and off again to where the flag men 
routed the survivors onto the third 
loop. 

The third loop still pressed man and 
machine to make a serious effort — 
there was no let up. The arrows took 
the motorcyclists through the lower 
elevations towards Stoneyford village, 
through Stoney Creek and then 
switched around back in the direction 
of the finish at Fouts Springs at 139.1 
miles. 

The leaders began to come in at a 
little before 2:00 under overcast skies 
and a light rain. Oakland M.C. had a 
cold beer and a finisher pin for all 
those who completed the run. 

The club put on the usual excellent 
ride — everything first class and well 
organized. The rangers of the 
Mendocino National Forest, the 
Colusa County Sheriffs and of course 
the much appreciated, but little 
mentioned, National Motorcycle 
Patrol were tremendously co-operative 
and helpful throughout the day. e.

The first moto of 250 Pro action 
started with Dave Ohl (Red/Suz) 
grabbing the holeshot. Jim Fishback

Racing World is proud to be 
hosting the 19th annual Dirt 
Diggers Grand Prix which will 
take place at the Trabuco Can- 
yon facilities this November 5th and 
6th. This highly regarded motorcycle 
event ever will have a western theme to 
its name as it is called Pioneer Town 
Classic.

Gaining AMA and FIM 
affiliation in 1953, they put on the 
first Grand Prix at Corriganville Movie 
Ranch. The Grand Prix races grew 
every year and soon became the most 
reported motorcycle event in the 
country, even acquiring ABC-TV 
“Wide World of Sports” coverage in 
1969. Now in its 19th year of action 
the club has moved to the Racing 
World park and looking forward to 
the best race ever. 

The new 390-acre motorsports park 
is capable of handling a major 
spectator spectacular such as this 
event. Included into the park's scheme 
of things are fine spectator facilities, 
overnight camping, recreational 
rentals, amusements, fishing and the 
new Pioneer Town which is a new 
attraction. 

The Pioneer town will certainly give 
the event a Western accent and the 
Racing World people have been 
working diligently on it during the 
past month. They have been using 
flat-bed trucks to move in this real 
Western town piece-by-piece from its 
Belmont Park location in San Diego. 





Plans for the old-style town should be 
completed by the race date and 
unique concession sales will be 
operated out of it. A saloon may be 
used and they will sell beverages, 
including Coors beer which will make 
it realistic. The Coors logo will be 
painted on the side of a huge water 
tank by the track and this is the drink 
that most of the Dirt Diggers will 
consume all weekend long. The 
world’s largest recycle basket will be 
made out of chain link fence. All 
aluminum cans will be deposited in 
this basket and proceeds will be sent to 
a major charity.

The mass of riders will ride a 
challenging natural terrain track 
which covers over three miles.

Gil Smith wins 
first ITA Senior 
trials round

You're never too old to ride 
trials! The International Trials 
Assn. (ITA) now has a Senior 
Championship Round for those 
who are 35 years and older. The 
Senior A class will be made up of 
amateur and expert sections; the 
Senior B class will include beginner 
and novice sections. The annual 
Championship for each class will be 
decided by the four best rides out of six 
events. 

This trial was the year's first Senior 
round. Five riders competed in the 
Senior A class with Gil Smith (Bul 350) 
in first place with 48 points and Bob 








Grove (Bul 350) in second place with 
54 points (this was Bob's first time 
back in action after a year and a half). 

The Senior B class had a good 
turnout with 11 riders; Art Webster 
(Yam 175), with a determined ride, 
took first place with 59 points, Bill 
Markham (Hon 350) was second with 
74 points, and Bob Saltys (Bul 350) 
and Glenn Buyers (Bul 350) tied for 
third with 81 points; Glenn blew it by 
one less clean! 

Moving on to the rest of the trial, 
Greg Lersch (Bul 350) enjoyed a great 
20-point ride for first place in the 
Expert class. Gary LaPlante (Kaw 300) 
was right in there for second place 
with 25 points. The Amateur class was 
won by Mike Allen (Mon 348), with a

points — second place. Snowden

Bailey's Buls 
— 1978 preview

It wasn't difficult to figure out that Bultaco, 
which only five years ago was one of the best 
dirt bikes imported into America, was having 
problems. The first signs of it came when the 


Pursang motocross lineup began 
picking up a reputation for un- 
reliable engines and gearboxes 
a couple of years ago. Then, 
when the long travel suspension 
revolution standardized itself on 
cantilever rear suspension, Bultaco 
stayed with shock absorbers mounted 
in the old perpendicular position. It 
wasn't long before better designs from 
other manufacturers began pulling 
away sales from Bultaco and this past 
year Bultaco resorted to selling off its 
bikes at near distributor cost to keep 
from losing too much money. An 
advertising campaign  stressing 
Bultaco quality and attacking the 
credibility of moto-journalists who 
reported honestly about Bultaco's 
problems, failed to fool the public. 
This fall Bultaco sales turned into a 


trickle, forcing the distributor to lay 
off many of its people and terminate 
its racing effort. 

Gary Bailey was quite disturbed 
over the situation Bultaco had gotten 
itself into. The “Professor of 
Motocross” has had a close 
relationship with the Spanish marque 
since they first began sponsoring him 
and his motocross schools some eight 
years ago. He also understands the 
problems Bultaco dealers were having 
since his shop, Gary Bailey’s Cycle 
Barn in Axton, Virginia, is an 
exclusive Bultaco dealership. Earlier 
this year Gary offered his services to 
Bultaco International to act as 
motocross team manager to try and 
solve the problems the team was 
having. Bultaco couldn't pay him 
much for the job and it took Gary 
away from his schools, but for Gary 








who loved Bultacos and had a close 
relationship with Senor Bulto, it was a 
way of helping out Bultaco for the 
things they had done for him. 

"Bultaco had a good bike back in 
the early 1970's," explained Gary, 
"but they got a little lazy when it came 
to keeping up with the latest trends. 
There was a desire to use easily 
available Spanish accessory parts like 
Betor shocks to keep the cost of the 
bikes low, rather than go shopping for 
the best quality add-on parts which 
would also raise the price of the bikes. 

“The engines do have problems, but 
they can be fixed. I try and solve all of 
them before I ever even let a new bike 
out the door of my shop. The Spanish 
timing chains are going to break and 
need to be replaced by a good quality 
chain like Diamond. Last year’s first 
shipment of 200 bikes into the states 
had new roller cages for the rod’s lower 
end. Bultaco went from aluminum to 
steel in the cages, but kept the same 
set-up tolerances which caused the rods 
to seize. Now that the specs have been 
changed there's no more problems. 

"The 1977 models are now fairly 
good. The only problem is with the 
fourth gear dogs in the transmission, 
and this is only a problem with the 370 
Pursang being used by a hot motocross 
rider. Banging gears hard, combined 
with the extra torque of the big engine 
can cause fourth gear to fail. This 
usually isn't a problem with the 250 
Pursang. Next year's 1978 models will 
have an all-new gearbox starting from 
scratch, rather than try to patch up 
the problems of the old ones."

Bultaco will come out with a 
complete re-design of its motocross 
bikes for 1978 which will, hopefully, 
put the staggering Spanish marque 
back on a firm footing in the 
competitive motocross and enduro 
bike market. Until the new bikes arrive 
though, Gary’s been modifying 
Bultacos at his shop to proposed 1978 
specifications. His own personal 250 
and 370 Pursangs which he uses in his 
schools are beautiful examples of the 
work he and son David do at Cycle 
Barn. 

The most noticeable change on 
Gary's bikes, and to be incorporated 
on the new 1978 models, is the 
cantilever rear suspension. 

"Bultaco never figured out which 
way to go with its rear suspension in 
the past. They were getting too much 
input from too many different people. 





Thats why each year the rear 
suspension would always be different. 


Jim Pomeroy liked the way his GP 


Bultacos handled with the rear shocks 
mounted perpendicular on the 
swingarm, so Bultaco didn't make any 
radical changes away from that design 
for the production bikes." l 

In order to change present frames 
over to laydown rear suspension, Gary 
has to cut off the entire rear portion of 
the frame assembly and rebuild it 
from scratch for the cantilever system. 
He has a frame jig at his shop just for 
this purpose. When completed, the 
reworked frame and swingarm 
provides 10% to 11 inches of travel 
depending on the rear shocks. 
Production 1978 Bultacos will come 
equipped with S&W gas freon shocks 
which are good quality units for most 
competition applications. Pro riders 
may want to switch to Fox AirShoxs 
which are now the standard for 
National caliber competition. Gary 
uses gas charged Koni GPs on his bikes 
for 11 inches of travel, but without 
reservoirs since he no longer has to 
dice it out in 45-minute motos. 

On his 370 Pursang Gary uses 
Simons 1014 inch air forks mounted in 
1976 Bultaco 38mm triple clamps 
which the Simons tubes fit perfectly. 
The 1977 model Buls have 35mm 
clamps which either need to be 
machined out to fit the larger 
diameter Simons fork tubes, or a 
complete Simons fork assembly with 
triple clamps can be ordered. Gary 
manufactures his own solid mount 
handlebar clamps to use with the 
Simons forks in the Bultaco triple 
clamps. If the Bultaco frame is 
modified for long travel laydown rear 
suspension and Simons forks are not 
used, the stock Betor forks need to be 
lowered in the triple clamps as far as 
possible — as Gary has done with his 
250cc bike — so that steering rake 
won't be too steep and adversely affect 
handling. 

Gary's modified bikes have a 57- 
inch wheelbase. Production 1978 
versions will have a one inch longer 
swingarm which could possibly 
increase the wheelbase to 58 inches, 
either of which is right in the ball park 
for a good handling motocrosser these 
days. The only thing Gary isn’t too 
sure of is the type of forks the new 
production Buls will come with. 
They'll certainly be leading axle 
Betors, but the amount of travel and 
whether or not they'll use air with 
springs has not been finalized yet. 

In the engine department, Gary 
ports his cylinders for a G.E.M. reed 
valve assembly using two V-blocks of 
six petals each. The new engines will 
come with reed valves, along with the 
up pipe that is used on Gary's 370. 
Carburetion is a 36mm Bing on both 
bikes, rather than the Amals of years 
past. The Bings need to be rejetted by 
each dealer for their particular 
location says Gary, since poor 
carburetion is one of the reasons that 
have helped to give Bultacos their 
recent poor reputation. As the bikes 
come from the factory they aren't 
jetted properly. 

Other modifications Gary has made 
to his bikes include taller seats, and 
reworking the airbox so filter access is 
from under the seat and sealing from 
dirt and water is improved. 1978 
models should also incorporate these 
changes. The shift lever has been 
modified so it doesn't rub against a 
rider's boot and hamper shifting. Gary 
also reworks a chain guide from the 
swingarm and mounts it upside down 
near the drive sprocket so the chain 
doesn't drag on the swingarm or 
bounce up against the bottom of the 
airbox. 

The most striking thing about 
Baileys Bultacos are they are 
completely finished off in Bultaco's

light blue color. Everything from the 
engine to frame to fenders and forks 
are the same color blue. The effect is 
really sano, similar to Honda’s all-red 
RC works bikes. 

Of course, no article on a bike 
would be complete without riding 
impressions. I got to take a 15-minute 
fling on Gary's 370 which I figured to 
be the ‘nicest of the two bikes with its 
Simons forks and neat looking pre- 
production up pipe. With its reed- 
valved cylinder the engine responded 
beautifully with lots of broad, usable, 
torquey power from nearly idle right 
on up the powerband. The 
transmission worked well, but like 
most European bikes the shift throws 
are fairly long and it takes a little 
getting used to after Japanese bikes. In 
the handling department Gary's 
Bultaco performed as well as any 
works bike or modified production 
bike I’ve ever ridden. It certainly 
would be competitive on today’s 
National or International motocross 
circuit. 

So what does this all prove? That a 
presently uncompetitive motorcycle 
can be made competitive with a lot of 


hard work and money? Certainly, and 
for a lot of Bultaco dealers and 
enthusiasts Gary Bailey’s modifications 
might just help them weather the 
present storm. For other serious riders 
who have no loyalties though, there 
are better race-ready motocross bikes 
available which would cost less and 
require hardly any preparation to be 
made competitive. What Gary Bailey 
wanted to do though, is show us what 
the new 1978 production Pursangs will 
be like and what can be done in the 
meantime. 

“If the new Bultacos are as good as I 
expect them to be, it will probably 
take all of 1978 just to try and build 
back up the reputation they once had, 
but the new bikes will be good enough 
that they should be able to do it.” 

For the Professor of Motocross the 
new production bikes are the only 
reward he wants for his hard work and 
loyalty in keeping the Bultaco faith 
alive. e
